As is often the case with promising show ani- 
mals, Meraman was robbed of the distinction of making an out- 
standing show record for himself by an accident during his ship- 
ment fiom the lowa State Fair to the Minnesota State Fair in 1917 
which precluded his being shown again. He was first prize winner 
as a two-year-old at the 
lowa State Fair in 1917 
and won second in his class 
at the American Royal 
Live Stock Show at Kansas 
City and at the Chicago In- 
ternational in 1916, being 
defeated only by the Grand 
Champion bull of these two 
shows, Epistos. 

Meraman was a Queen 
Mother bull with a Trojan 
Erica top. His sire Era- 
man which was bred by A. 
C. Binnie, was undefeated 
as a calf in 1912. Kloman 
the sire of Eraman, bred 
by Marvin & Durrett, was 
twice Grand Champion bull 
at the Chicago Internation- 
al Live Steck Show. His 
dam, Martha of Tierra Al- 
ta, was bred by John Ken- 
nedy.

(After a lapse of something like a year the Journal 
is pleased to announce to its readers that the story o! 
William McCombie of Tillyfour and the Aberdeen-An- 
gus will be resumed and it is hoped that the author 
Mr. Robt. C. Auld will in his own way bring to us 
information of untold value. The following will con- 
clude part xvii—Editor.) 

Thos. S. Black—the Tom Black of these letters— 
writes from Leith, 22d Aug., 1829: “I have just 
had the pleasure to receive your most acceptable pre- 
sent of three brace of Grouse, which are in the fresh- 
est possible order. Besides the value of them, which 
is not little at this early period of the season, this 
present shows you have not forgot me, your wild 
gamish young friend. Next time you come here, in- 
stead of visiting the Theatre, etc., so often, you and 
I must visit the churches, and endeavor to get ab- 
solution and a little more of the moral principle, 
which will tend to strengthen our mutual regard for 
each other and our friends. You say you have 
had poor shooting this season. I beg to say I think 
you have been bloody enough in all conscience for one 
day, and I should not like to oppose your deadly Gun 
or Pistol in a duel. 

We had the pleasure of seeing Mr. and Mrs. Du- 
guid (nephew of Esterskene which he was to inherit) 
on their way south, but they were so hurried that 
they could not even dine with us. I trust when you 
take your marriage jaunt, that the ardour of your 
love for your spouse will not destroy your appetite 
for dinner. We all trust the marriages will be hap- 
py. Is there no news of your own or of Revd. 
Charles’ marriage? The sooner we think of that 
mode of happiness the better for us all; I am really 
beginning to think that a considerable portion of 
our real pleasure in this lower World consists in our 
minds being so attempered as to discriminate and 
enjoy the quiet occupations and endearments of a 
plain domesticated life. ... I fear it will not be in 
my power to visit Aberdeen this season; but I promise 
myself much pleasure in visiting you at Tillyfour 
whenever I happen to get so near Aberdeen. 

I hope you are coming up to Hallow Fair with your 
Father this year. (This letter is endorsed on the 
back in William’s handwriting as ‘Letter from J. 
Black, Esq.” 1832.) 


“The Druid” refers to his fondness for outdoo~ 
sport. “He delighted in shooting and made some very 
heavy bags. As a young man he was fond of cours- 
ing, and once won the All-Aged Stakes at Turriff 
with Amy of his Buy-a-Broom sort, which he still 
remembers as going from the slips like a shot.” A 
portrait of Amy, a khaki-hued “greyhound” occu- 
pied a conspicuous piace among the black portrait 
gallery of Tillyfour’s dining room. Another says, 
“Until about 1845 he was rather of a sporting turn. 
and was a good shot and a capital horseman. His 
shooting he continued until about 1856. As a rider he 
performed many astonishing feats, being always well 
mounted, and covering extraordinary distances to 
and from markets on one horse in one day. To the 
last he liked to see a good fast horse and had many 
horses in his time well known for their high powers 
of speed and endurance.” 

The famous pair he last owned, the steady gvey 
and the fiery black, have been noted. It was cer‘ain- 
ly a sight to see the Master mount the back of the 
sey as she was brought round to the front door. He 
would mount with deliberation and settle himself 
tasily—the “powney” standing still as a rock, head 
Up. cars expectantly thrown back, tail slightly raised 
—Wwaiting the signal. The Master, in his tall hat, 


cloak, grey pants, and light yellow spats, and stick 
handled like a whip, would give a slight pressure 
with his knees, pull the reins a bit straighter, and off 
she slid—but in a sluggish jog that knew no varied 
gait. But alongside of the black, hitched in front 
of the wagonette, she kept step and pace with the 
speedier, never tiring, always fresh. She was a won- 
der. And she grew whiter every season, but more 
kindly and concerned, for the Master. 

But when Bonny Blac’ Bess was ordered around, to 
show some visitor what a flash she could display, it 
was a sensation to see slight, wiry, little “Jimmy” 
clinging to her, with knees well up, swinging around 
from the stable, and scoring the gravel as he stopped 
point blank in front of the Master and his guest. 
“Now, Jimmy, are ye ready?” “‘Aye, sir.” With a clap 
of the hand, the black, all a quiver, shot like an arrow. 
up the avenue, the gravel scooped up by her well fit- 
ted irons, in circles in the air, that came splashing 
down behind, she lengths away! That was for “sair 
een”, surely. But all the Master would do was to 
tap his snuff box, take a pinch and pass it to his 
silent, admiring guest for whom the show had been 
made. 

That Bonny Black Bess—the Guv’nor’s Black Pet, 
fiery, fleet and fussy! She was American bred, dis- 
covered by the Master on the streets in London, and 
purchased for him by one of the Tattersalls. 

She is a great memory. I find a sheaf of verses 
about her, signed ‘Ben Achaillie, among these time- 
stained documents: 


The Guv’nor’s Black Bess was known far and near, 

She was famed far beyond the bounds of the Vale; 

A terror to all who a way could not clear— 

She’d fret and she’d fume till she’d shown all her 
scant tail. 


The wind she would swallow, speeding by all! 

The dust of her heels swept them o’er in the gale; 

Her forelock would dance as she time would forestall ; 

While she’d snatch at her snaffle and frisk her scant 
tail. 


The easiest seat I e’er flew the road o’er 

Was on the stout back of our Bonny Black Bess. 

She trotted so fast, me so lightly she bore, 

A mile-scouring flight, while I’d her sides slighty 
press. 


She scattered and scared squire, gallant and churl, 

And sent helter-skelter fur, feather and fleece: 

At each beat of her hoof the windows would dir; 

The children would dance, until all breathless, they’d 
cease.

She was bonny and swart, but hot—all afire! 

She’d throw back her ears, even crouch down behind; 

Yet so sprightly and proud; her, space could ne’er 
tire; 

While full of kittinish play, with friends of her kind. 


Yet aye, ready with tooth—and sometimes with heel! 
But, no; never to me and never to “Jim”. 

Those she liked not, alone, her passion would feel; 
Her whims were caresses both to me and to him.

As a testimony of the 
thought which seemed uppermost in his mind is here cited his 
speech at St. Louis as he journeyed Westward on what proved to 
be his last cruise over the vast cattle domain of the United States, 
in which he cvied out to the throngs before him: “My soul yearns 
for peace.” The Nation has paid an overflowing measure of respect 
to her deceased president; may sweet peace be to his soul through- 
out eternity.

A PRODUCT OF THE SOIL—CALVIN COOLIDGE. 

Another of the sturdy sons of the soil has arisen to the first 
place in this great nation. Proclaimed as absolutely sound morally; 
mentally keen, a student capable of deep penetration; deliberate in 
judgment; courageous; determined in action; indisposed toward 
much talking. The tasks confronting his administration are of 
great magnitude; they will call for all the skill and tact available; 
realizing fully his new situation President Coolidge said: “It will 
be my purpose to carry out the policies which he (President Hard- 
ing) has begun for the service of the American people, and for 
meeting their responsibilities wherever they may arise. For this 
puipose I shall seek the cooperation of all those who have been as- 
sociated with the President during his term of office. Those who 
have given their efforts to assist him, I wish to remain in office that 
they may assist me.

WHY GROW BETTER CATTLE? 
FOOD FOR THOUGHT HERE. 


The following article is taken in its entirety from the Cooper. 
ative Manager and Farmer and is given because of its real val 
to men engaged in breeding cattle for the market, and after all an 
is the thing that should most interest the breeder of pure bred ro 
erdeen-Angus cattle for herein is shown conclusively the varian a6 
values between the plainer sorts and the well bred contin i 
which reach the markets. Here it is, think it over: aes 

| “It’s always some darn thing or other. A few months back the 
corn grower was churning the atmosphere with diurnal and nocturn- 
al resentment of the fact that he could not get cost of productio 
for that cereal; meanwhile cattle feeders reveled in clover jen 
cheap feed and wide margins between thin and famished cattle 
Now the situation has changed right about; corn is worth more en 
wheat in many localities; cost of putting a pound of gain on a steer 
has more than doubled and while the man who has corn in his crib 
for sale is in easy circumstances the cattle feeder is facing a new 
set of problems. 

“The cattle market is doing its customary summer stunt. Good 
bullocks and ‘dogs’ are working farther apart. The latter are sell- 
ing as low as $4 per ewt. at southwestern markets, while at Chicago 
prime bullocks ave worth $11.50. This happened last year and is 
being repeated on this occasion as everybody in the trade knew it 
would. The public wants good beef, the corn-fed type, and will not 
buy the grassy article on a bet; pork is too cheap to give grass 
beef any sort of an inning. Of course all cattle, nor in fact any 
considerable number, are not selling below $7, while the few eligible 
to bids above $4 can be easily enumerated, these being extremes, 
but there is, nevertheless, a large delegation of bovine trash ap- 
praised below $6. For short-fed cattle it is an $8.50 to $10.50 mar- 
ket, according to the length of contact with grain or the degree of 
greenness they show. The position of such cattle at the market is 
conjectural as they fluctuate somewhat widely from week to week 
and even from day to day, some of that kind having varied as much 
as $1 per cwt. in a single week recently. It is this instability that 
arouses criticism of the market; one reason is feast and famine runs 
due to a confirmed habit on the part of the country of holding back 
on bulldocks and loading on bulges, thus affording killers a feast 
one week, but subjecting them to semi-famine conditions the next. 
How to remedy this is a subject on which the best minds in the trade 
are guessing, most of the solutions of the problem proffered so far 
being highly chimerical. One thinker on the subject, Harvey J. 
Sconce, formerly president of the American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, suggests using the radio for the purpose of creating an order- 
ly movement of live stock. 

“It is evident that good cattle, the kinds now selling at $10.50 
to $11.50, are scarce and will be more so as the season advances, as 
there has been no incentive to put big steers on feed until recently, 
or after the rise in corn had excited a discouraging influence on that 
operation. The country is full of light cattle, calves of last year’s 
crop, now either in the maturing stage or ready to go to market and 
as they are likely to drift into the stock yards in alternate “gobs” 
and small packages prices will fluctuate wildly, unless the market 
changes the present habit. These little cattle are selling all the 
way from $8 to $11 per ewt. A few lower and still fewer even 
higher, but that spread takes the bulk, prices depending on the corn 
contact. In baby steers weight is a favorable influence; in heifers 
the reverse, as a yearling heifer weighing more than 800 lbs. is al- 
ways handicapped owing to excessive fat development about the 
loin and growth of milk veins which are objectionable to the meat 
cutter. 

“Forecasting the cattle market is always dangerous and it is 
not the purpose of this deponent to attempt anything in that 
sphere, but this much is certain, corn-fed cattle will sell high at all 
times; the market position of short-feds and grassers is anybody's 
guess.” 

If the cattleman who is engaged in growing the plainer sorts 
which come in light weights and sell at approximately one-half the 
price per pound could only have the advantage of using pure bred

The shows on the western Canadian prair- 
ies are over for another year and we will 
now endeavor to give our readers a review 
of the awards in the Aberdeen-Angus class- 
es. The Brandon Fair started the circuit 
this year and has already been reported so 
we will commence this story with the Cal- 
gary show.

The classes were good throughout and the 
competition was particularly strong. The 
supreme championships in both sections were 
won by American bred animals although 
they are now owned in Canadian herds and 
will do much to strengthen the good herds 
of cattle in Alberta. It is also pleasing to 
note that in spite of the fact that there was 
much outside competition the real honors 
were retained for Alberta herds. The aged 
bull class was headed by Pride 2d of Page, 
shown by C. H. Richardson, of Bowden.

The 
Lacombe Farm won the two-year-old class 
on L. E. S. Eliminator while Congdon & Bat- 
tles had the senior yearling honors and Scol- 
lard the junior yearling.

in a class to himself. When cattle could hard- 
ly be given away during the panic of 1900, 
I gave Messrs. Goodwin and Judy $500.06 
for this calf when he was five months of age. 
He was out of Zara 4th and by the great 
bull Blackcap King, both Grand Champions. 
I have never seen a better cow than Zara 
4th. She defeated both the Abbess and Pro- 
gress of Turlington that stood first and sec- 
ond at the World’s Fair in Chicago. Black- 
cap King headed the herd with which Good- 
win and Judy won over all beef breeds at the 
Illinois State Fair in 1899. 

“Kloman, as you know was a Grand Cham- 
pion at the Chicago International, and at the 
time he won, Mr. J. J. Cridlan, of London, 
Ing., was judging the steers. When the ag- 
ed bulls came in the ring they were a fine 
iot of bulls such as we expect to see at this 
show, and in answer to my inquiry as to 
which was the best bull he looked them over 
and replied that there was only one bull in 
the ring, so outstanding was Kloman.
